T hat m eans you 
and yours — the holdcnrs of the sovereign 


power. 
Nothing can be done, unless it is done with 
your consent. P residents and secretaries of 
state can conduct foreign affairs only as far 
as their fellow citizens will let them go.

But jugglers, 
acrobats, m instrels, bareback riders and bal­ 
loonists cannot m ake a m ove in the states 
before noon. It also is illegal to play ball 
before noon, with or without charging for ad­ 
m ittance. No person over 14 can perform 
com m on labor, which is som ething to 
re ­ 
m em ber som e Sunday when the lawn needs 
mowing. It is illegal to go fishing. And any­ 
one having a gun In his possession had hotter 
be able to prove he is on his way to or from 
a recognized trap-shooting club. 
The problem before the Suprem e Court is 
w hether or not a place of business can be 
legally open on Sunday under certain circum ­ 
stances. But now that the problem has boen 
brought to attention, there is cert?in to be a

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Anglo-American Knowledge 


Foreign policy is made, ultimately by the 
people of the United States. That means you 
and yours — the holdenrs of the sovereign 
power. 
Nothing can be done, unless it is done with 
your consent. Presidents and secretaries of 
state can conduct foreign affairs only as far 
as their fellow citizens will let them go 
The hardest job they tackle is to develop 
public opinion at home for what they hope 
to do away from home. 


THE JOB they are tackling now is to pre­ 
pare the American mind for a new kina of 
alliance with Great Britain. 
It dwarfs the job Franklin D. Roosevelt 
tackled in 1940 when he started the lend- 
lease program to help the British defend 
themselves against Hitler and Mussolini. All 
that alliance required at the outset was a 
deal for some over-age destroyers left over 
from World War I. 
The alliance in the works now will require 
a new state of mind among millions of Ameri­ 
can citizens. It will require the same thing 
among Britons, too, but that is a British 
problem. 
President Eisenhower and Prime Minister 
Macmillan are laying the groundwork for a 
scientific alliance. 
They are admitting to each other in behalf 
of their governments that an Anglo-American 
pooling of brains is the West’s best bet to 
match the astonishing momentum of scientif­ 
ic progress in the Soviet Union. 
In what often has been called “ a battle 
for men’s minds,” the U.S. President and 
bis counterpart in British government are 
developing 
a 
strategic 
alliance 
of brain­ 
power. 


THEY ARE PROPOSING that Americans 


and Britons have no secrets from each other 
in the realm of scientific know led :e. 
U.S. superpatriots who will help about this 
because they mistrust the British and claim 
they have become a secondary military power 
must remember that Britain always was and 
is now a first-rate mental power 
The United States owes a vast share of 
its mental heritage to Britons. It owes much 
of the vital knowledge of the atomic age to 
British scientists, who even row are ahead 
of this country’s scientists in harnessing nu­ 
clear power 
The British admit even to themselves they 
no longer have the physical strength to crow­ 
bar the world’s balance of power tho way 
they once did 
But their prime minister is 
here to ask Americans to admit they could 
use British mental resources to help 
the 
United States offset the Soviet Union’s de­ 
veloping importance in power-balancing 


IT IS UNLIKELY that a closer alliance 
between the United States and Britain will 
stress an exchange of knowledge as its key 
purpose 
There will be the usual cloak of 
generalities thrown over the deal — if it can 
be made 
That will depend on the people 
of 
the 
United States. The White House is sound­ 
ing out opinion, and congressmen are listen­ 
ing. Will their constituents buy the idea that 
the combined brainpower 
of 
an 
Anglo- 
American bloc is worth the sacrifice cf a 
certain amount of 
nationalism, 
a 
certain 
amount of isolationist sentiment and a large 
amount of stubborn pride? 
Senators and 
representatives 
will 
have 
their ears to the ground. A momentous move 
in foreign policy is afoot. Every popular re­ 
action will be noted and studied for its po­ 
litical effect

While waiting for the Ohio Supreme Court 
to clear up some doubts about Sunday blue 
laws, Ohioans will have time to learn about 
some of the things they are forbidden to do.

But jugglers, 
acrobats, minstrels, bareback riders and bal­ 
loonists cannot make a move in the states 
before noon. It also Is illegal to play hall 
before noon, with or without charging for ad­ 
mittance.

member some Sunday when the lawn needs 
mowing. It is illegal to go fishing. And any­ 
one having a gun in his possession had better 
be able to prove he is on his way to or from 
a recognized trap-shooting club. 
The problem before the Supreme Court is 
whether or not a place of business can be 
legally open on Sunday under certain circum­ 
stances. But now that the problem has been 
brought to attention, there is certain to be a 
fresh spurt of interest in modernizing Ohio's 
Sunday closing laws.
